Varsity  H 
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One  of  the  greatest  thrills  of  a  boy  in  sports  at  Har¬ 
ding  is  receiving  a  letter.  There  are  various  ways  to  earn 
a  letter  in  all  phases  of  athletics  and  often  a  boy  can  win 
as  many  as  four  a  year.  One  letter,  however,  is'  all  that 
is  required  for  eligibility  for  membership  in  the  Varsity 
H  Club. 

Approximately  twenty  quarters  are  needed  to  earn 
a  letter  in  football.  A  player  may  play  only  a  few  min¬ 
utes  in  a  quarter  and  get  credit  for  the  whole  quarter. 
Service  letters  are  awarded  those  who  haven't  earned 
a  letter  in  the  usual  manner  but  have  played  three  years. 

In  basketball  a  player  must  participate  in  half  the 
quarters  of  all  the  games. 

Track  awards  are  given  to  those  who  get  fifteen 
points  by  placing  first,  second,  or  third  in  dual  meets, 
or  by  placing  or  winning  in  district  meets. 

A  letter  in  baseball  is  given  to  the  infielders  and 
outfielders  for  playing  half  the  innings,  to  the  catcher  for 
one  third  the  innings,  and  to  the  pitcher  for  a  complete 
game. 

Those  who  attend  approximately  ten  practices  and 
take  part  in  the  exhibitions  may  receive  a  letter  in 
tumbling.

A  snowstorm  caused  failure  of  electricity.  Since 
nearly  all  of  the  Gages'  appliances  were  electrical,  they 
were  greatly  inconvenienced.  The  Rockwoods,  who  had 
had  no  use  for  electricity,  had  adhered  to  the  old  fash¬ 
ioned  farm  methods  and  were  not  bothered  with  the 
electrical  failure.

The  cross  country  team  under  the  coaching  of  Kenny 
Somerlot  has  placed  itself  in  the  athletic  spotlight  for 
1950  along  with  the  other  sports. 

Cross  country  meets  are  scored  on  the  basis  of 
points,  the  low  score  winning.  A  team  is  comprised  of 
seven  men  for  dual  meets.  The  order  in  which  the  men 
finish  is  tabulated  and  each  team  adds  up  its  respective 
score.

The  season  proved  to  be  a  stepping-stone  for  four 
boys  who  signed  up  with  bigger  teams.  Dick  Roseberry 
signed  a  contract  with  the  Fayettesville  team,  Don  John¬ 
son  with  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers,  Clyde  Seedle  with  the 
Chicago  Cubs,  and  George  Stoffer  with  the  Cleveland 
Indians.
